Enquiries Pouring in from Stu- 
dents Regarding Proposed 
Siege Battery Unit. 




Around the University the name of 
Captain w. D, Talt, Professor of Psy- 
chology, and at present acting n.A.A.n. 
and Q.M.C,. of the tith Division. Hali- 
fax. .VS.. Is prominently mentioned In 
connection with the command of the 
Battery of Siege Artillery whic h it |g 
proposed to form nt McGiil at the close 
of i he session. Among members of 
ibe teaching staff of i in- University 
who aie available for service. Captain 
Tail possesses the most experience in 
administration and superintendence 
which constitutes a large pari of Hie 
duties of a comroandinig officer. Cap* 
inln Tail lias been connected with the 
Canadian militia for a period of sev- 
eral years, first as lieutenant in the 
Corps of Guides, lie has attended 
many training camps. About a year 
ago t'aplaln Tail was called from the 
University to the headquarters of the 
6th Division at Halifax. N.B., and ap- 
pointed Divisional Intelligence Officer, 
a responsible position because of the 
ui ncraphical situation of the division 
and the amount of coast line exposed. 
Last autumn he was transferred from 
this posilion to become assistant to 
Colonel Towell, D.A.A.G. and Q.M.O., 
of the tith Division. Early In Febru- 
ary last Colonel Powell was I rails 
ferred to St. .lohn. N. It., and since then 
Captain Tait has been acting Be D.A. 
A.G. and Q.M.C. at Halirax. 

Captain Talt's duties at present in- 
clude such Important matters as the 
organization of new units and their 
equipment, transportation and em- 
barkation of overseas units. In the 
Bib Division there are a large number 
«f troops In training. Such experi- 
ence as is pos.-eesrd by Caplain Tait 
would be invaluable >n 'tie perform- 
ance of duties which he would be 
called upon to carry out as officer 
commanding a battery of siege artil- 
lery. 

About three or four other members 
of the teaching staff who have had 
inimical training in artillery work 
are available for service, also a grad- 
uate of recent years, who Is now In- 
structor in a Siege Artillery School. 
Thus both the administrative nnd 
technical sides of Hie artillery unit 
would be well looked after. 

Caplain Tail, besides being an ex- 
perienced soldier, is a scholar of note, 
lie is a native of Hopewell, N. S., a 
graduate of Dalbousle Unlversltj m 
Arts, and look post-graduate work ai 
Harvard, wheie he «as Thayer schol- 
ar and Weld scholar. He took, his 
Ph.D. degree nt Harvard in IfK'D. hi 
'l'ait has served on the teaching slarr 
of boih Dalbousle and Harvard, ana 
came to McOUl in 1909. 

Many enquiries have been received 
since ibe announcement was made ?n 
the McOUl Daily of the proposed 
formation of a McGrill battery of siege 
artillery for overseas sovicc. The 
keenest interest has been aroused, 
among members of ibe sludenl body 
b) the announcement, and things Iook 

bright indeed for the filling or the 
ranks of the unit by McGlll men en- 
tirely, should authorization lie re- 
ceived from the militia authorities.

The chief 
puiin in this connection was the mai- 
ler nf the dormitories, and the mo- 
tion passed last year suggesting that 
the h-.udents be given some represen- 
tation on ihe matter of discussing the 
plans.

"The expenses Incurred in eotinee- 
lloti with Ihe mailing list have been

"Under Ihe bead of editorial expoti- 
ses, an estimated saving of approxi- 
mately $800 is to he repotted, chiefly 
due to theie being no travelling ex- 
penses for inlei c-ollogiatn aihlelic 
contests.

Two tilings stood out in the reports and remarks made at yes- 
terday's semi-annual meeting'. Last year the stock phrase in all 
the platforms of candidates for the Students' Council was that 
of retrenchment. This, of course, was recognized as very neces- 
sary, and it was very rightly emphasized by every one. Yester- 
day we saw the results of this general move to stop the unneces- 
sary spending of money in the very favorable estimates given of 
the finances of the Daily and of the Students' Council. The time 
is coming when every bit of money that can possibly be acquired 
will come to be of use to the Students' Society, and all praise is 
due to the unwearying efforts of the retiring Council to save. 

Frequent— indeed, too much— reference has had to be made 
to another point which was brought out by one or two speakers 
at the semi-annual meeting, notably by Mr. A. Lamb, who has had 
ample opportunity to observe the prevalence of the condition. 
This is the general indifference of many students to the most 
ordinary workings of their college life, a period in their existence 
which could be and ought to be the most fruitful and improving *■ 
for their characters. Mr. Lamb quoted the case of a man who did 
not know where the Union was. And this is the 15th of March, 
when the session for the veriest freshman is months old. Such a 
thing is well-nigh inconceivable, and the telling of it made the 
hearers laugh, but it is none the less true.
